Congress Appears In Mood 
To Weigh Suggestion In 
Hunt For Revenue Sources

WASHINGTON, (lP+—Congres ap-

On Sale Jan. 26 


Deadline Is Feb. Ist: 
New Levy Of $5 Will 
Be Due On July First 


WASHINGTON, (liP—The new 
federal auto-use tax stickers—price, 
$2.09 each—will go on sale for the 
first time at post offices and offi- 
ces of collectors of internal revenue 
Jan. 26, treasury officials said to- 
day. 

The $2.09 stamp will expire June 
30. A full-year stamp, costing $5 
will be sold later for the 12 months 
beginning next July 1, fiscal year 
1943. 

The routine of buying is simple. 
There is no application form. Just 
go to the closest post office or in- 
ternal revenue office, pay $2.09 and 
a clerk will give you a sticker and 
a card. 


Deadline for purchase of the 
stickers is Feb. 1. Driver of an auto 
without a use tax stamp after that 
date will be liable to a fine of $26 
and 30 days imprisonment.

| What changes in practice are desir- 


able when these substitute types 
are used; place orders for fertiliz- 
ers well in advance; grow legumes 
for green manute to supply nitro- 
gen and maintain soil fertility. 
make the best possible use of avail- 
able manure. 

At present, said Lilley, it appears 
that supplies of many popular ni- 
trogen fertilizers will be scarce. 
These include ammonium sulfate, 
ammonium phosphate, urea, natur- 
al organic concentrates such as 
blood meal and fish meal.
